To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
Cowbridge  Borough  Council, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1961, 

It  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  v/ith  the  suggestions  from  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health  as  contained  in  the  Circular  l/6l  (‘yales)  and 
supplies  particulars  under  the  follov/ing  headings;-  vital  statistics, 
Hocial  conditions,  drainage,  water  supply,  public  cleansing,  housing, 
food  hygiene,  in  fact,  all  matters  which  have  an  affect  upon  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants. 

Whilst  the  population  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  I960  was  estimated 
as  990,  the  Registrar  General  estimates  it  as  1,100  for  1961, 

There  were  only  nine  births  and  fifteen  deaths. 

There  were  three  notifications  of  infectious  disease. 

During  the  year  14  houses  and  flats  v/ere  completed  and  occupied  and 
at  present  the  Council  own  and  control  70  dwellings. 

Business  premises  in  the  town  are  being  improved  and  modernised  and 
a number  of  food  preparing  premises  have  installed  new  appliances  in 
keeping  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,

The  Borough  of  Cov/bridge  is  a small  market  town  comprising  an  area 
of  84  acres,  and  the  present  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the 
population  is  1,100,  It  is  situated  on  the  main  highjvay  from  London 
to  Fishguard  and  in  the  heart  of  the  Vale  of  Glamorgan,  It  consists 
mainly  of  a mile  long  street  astride  the  small  River  Thaw  that  flows 
south  to  the  Bristol  Cha  jiele, 

The  Borough  is  the  natural  centre  of  the  Vale  of  Glamorgan  and 
on  market  day  (traditionally  Tuesday  but  recently  held  on  Monday), 
its  importance  as  an  agricultural  centre  becomes  ve^y  obvious. 

Farmers,  butchers  and  cattle  dealers  come  from  far  and  near. 

The  principal  industries  are  clearly  in  keeping  with  agricultural 
pursuits  such  as  agricultural  engi  *eers,  agricultural  merchants  and 
shops  and  professional  offices  v;hich  specialise  in  country 
requirem^ents. 

The  Cowbridge  Grammar  School,  founded  in  I6O8,  is  situated  \7ithin 
the  Borou^  and  in  addition  to  some  50  boarders,  attracts  day  boys 
from  the  neighbouring  villages  and  townships  of  Llantwit  Major  and 
Llanharan.  The  Girls'  High  School,  adjoining  the  Borough  but  in  the 
neighbouring  Rural  District,  serves  a similar  function,  although  it  no 
longer  acconmodates  boarders.  The  Pontfaen  Junior  School  provides 
elementary  education  and,  in  addition,  there  is  a sm^all  private  junior 
school  in  the  High  Street, 

Public  water  supply  is  available  throughout  the  area,  A house  to 
house  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals. 
Electricity,  gas  and  a sewerage  system  are  also  purovided  in  all  parts 
of  the  town. 

There  are  no  lar^e  factories,  the  factories  existing  engage  a small 
number  of  employees  some  of  whom  are  members  of  the  ovmers'  own  families,

Imbulance  Facilities , 

The  hr'ea  irmbu lance  Services  are  administered  from  the  imbulance 
Control  Station.  Oak  Street,  ^iherkenfife,  the  telephone  num.ber  of  v/hich 
is  iiberkenfig  303' 

One  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Fire  Station,  Cowbridge  and 
another  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Llanm.aes  Road,  Llantwit  Major. 

Hospitals. 


There  are  no  hospitals  or  nursing  horaes  within  the  area.  Infectious 
cases  are  usually  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Cefn  Hirgoed, 
although  under  regionalisation  specific  cases  night  be  admitted  to  other 
more  convenient  hospitals. 

Medical  and  surgical  cases  are  adraitted  to  any  of  the  Board's 
Hospitals  in  Bridgend  and  Cardiff.  By  arrangement  with  the  j^ir  Ministry, 
several  civilians  in  the  area  have  been  treated  at  the  hospital  at  the 
Ro^^l  hir  Force  Station,  St.  iithan.  This  hospital  (within  the  area  of 
the  Cov/bridge  Rural  District  Council)  v/as  closed  at  the  end  of  the  year 
with  regret  to  all  concerned.  The  hospital  had  been  extensively  used 
by  residents  in  the  area  for  gsneral  and  confinement  cases  and  all 
spoke  most  highly  of  the  excellent  treatment  received. 

In  an  effort  to  prolong  the  life  of  the  hospital  joint  m.eetings  v/ere 
held  between  neighbouring  councils,  one  of  which  was  attended  by  the  local 
Member  of  Parliament,  Local  medical  practitioners  and  representatives  of 
the  Royal  Mir  Force  Medical  Services  also  attended.  Host  of  those 
attending  were  anxious  to  see  the  hospital  retained  if  at  all  possible. 
These  efforts  were  unsuccessful  and  the  hospital  finally  closed  at  the  end 
of  Decem.ber  19 6l. 


Mlternative  arrangem.ents  hove  been  made  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  additional  beds  to  be  available  in  hospitals  at  BrM.gend  and 
Cardiff, 

Maternity  cases  usually  enter  the  Bridgend  Hospital  or  St.  Mthan 
R.ii.F.  Hospital, 

Ear,  nose  and  throat  diseases  in  children  under  13  years  of  age  are 
dealt  \7ith  in  the  Children's  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital,  Cowbridge 
Rood,  Ely,  Cardiff,  In  addition,  some  patients  receive  treatment  at 
the  Bridgend  Hospital,  Children  suffering  from  squint  can  also  beceive 
treatment  at  the  Orthoptic  Clinic,  and  those  cases  needing  operative 
treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Children's  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital  as 
above,

Mil  pathological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Ministry  of  Plealth's 
Public  Laboratory  at  Cardiff  and  chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  by

The  River  Thav/  v/hich  passes  throu^  the  Borough  is  under  the  control 
of  the  Glamorgan  Rqver  Board  who  arrange  periodical  cleansings  as  the 
needs  arise. 

There  has  been  no  flooding  in  the  Borough  during  the  year, 

HOUSING. 

(a)  New  Council  Houses.  T/brk  was  completed  during  the  year  on  six  houses 

and  ei^t  flats  on  a site  adjoining  the  existing  houses  at  Broadway  and 
Borough  Close,  The  Council's  standard  points  scheme  was  used  in 
allocating  tenancies  and  it  was  possible  to  move  the  occupiers  of  five 
existing  larger  Council  houses  into  the  newly  built  houses  and  flats, 
thus  releasing  the  former  houses  for  the  larger  families,  pour  families 
from  condemned  properties  were  rehoused. 

The  Council's  Housing  Estate  consists  of  7C  dwellings,  62  of  these 
having  been  erected  since  1918c 

Pour  of  the  older  Council  houses  have  been  improved  v/ith  the  aid  of 
Government  grants, 

A scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  caretaker's  quarters  at  the  Tov/n 
Hall  was  prepared  during  the  year  but  the  v/ork  has  not  yet  commenced, 

(b)  Private  Enterprise.  Pour  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during 
the  year.  Thei-e  were  no  private  houses  under  construction  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

(c)  Selection  of  Tenants,  Tenants  of  Council  houses  are  selected  by  the 
points  scheme.  The  home  conditions  are  investigated  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  V7ho  reports  the  points  av/arded  to  the  Council,  In  this  way  the 
most  deserving  cases  are  given  priority.  The  final  selection  of  the 
tenants  is  made  by  the  Council, 
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(d.)  Demolition  or  Closure_of  Unfit  Houses ^ Closing  Orders  were  mad.e  in 
respect  of  two  houses  and  a portion  of  a third  house  v/as  dealt  with  in  a 
similar  mannero  Tenants  were  rehoused  by  the  Council, 

Housing  Improvement  Grants 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  that  the  following  applications

(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  By  arrangement  with  the  Cowbridge 
Rural  District  Council  a twice  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is 
carried  out  from,  hotels  and  cafes  in  the  Borou^.  Private  houses  have 
a once  weekly  collection,  A modern  refuse  collection  vehicle  is  used 
for  the  purpose.  Disposal  of  refuse  is  also  carried  out  under  an 
arrangement  ’with  the  Rural  District  Council, 
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(b)  Refuse  BinS;,  Aljfiost  all  houses  are  provided  v/ith  properly  constructed 
galvanised  refuse  bins„  and  it  is  unusual  to  see  any  other  t3rpe  of  container 
used  in  the  Borough*  The  Public  Health  Inspector  takes  informal  action 
where  necessary  to  require  househo7Lders  to  provide  suitable  bins. 

The  occupie;.s  of  the  nev/  Council  houses  and  flats  at  Cae  Stumpie 
v/ere  provided  ',/ith  galvanised  refuse  bins  v/ith  rubber  lids  in  the  contract 
for  the  construction  of  these  premises* 

(c)  Street  Cleansing*  The  main  street  is  on  each  side  of  the  London  to 

Fishguard  ti'unk  road.  This  highway  is  under  the  control  of  the  Glamorgan 

County  Council  who  arrange  for  cleansing  with  a mobile  street  cleaner. 

The  back  and  side  streets  are  cleansed  by  the  Borough  roadman. 

Concrete  litter  bins  are  provided  at  various  parts  of  the  town  and 
have  been  responsible  for  a reduction  in  the  amount  of  paper  deposited 
on  the  streets. 

(d)  Cesspool  Emptying,  One  house,  some  distance  from  the  public  sewer, 

is  still  served  with  a cesspool  and  the  Borough  Council  have  an  arrangement 
v/ith  the  Rural  District  Council  for  its  emptying  by  a modern,  suction 
operated  vehicle. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  V/ORKS, 


The  Cowbridge  Borough  and  Rural  District  Council  have  a joint 
sewerage  scheme  with  works  at  Lake  Farm,  in  the  Rural  Area, 

The  maintenance  of  these  works  is  calculated  by  the  Treasurer  annually, 
and  apportioned  between  the  two  authorities, 

A'BiOSHILCRIC  POLLUTION. 

There  are  no  industries  producing  smoke  or  noxious  gases  in  the 
area  or  the  immediate  virinity,  and  as  a result  there  are  no  atmospheric 
pollution  problems  in  the  area, 

NOISE  A3ATEI.-ENT  ACT,  I960 . 

This  Act  came  into  force  in  I96O  and  gives  local  authorities  power 
to  deal  with  noises  or  vibrations  as  statutory  nuisances  to  be  dealt 
with  under  the  Public  Health  -^ct,  1936,-.  in  the  same  manner  as  public 
health  nuisances.

(a)  Rodent  Control. 

Surface  Treatments;-  Rodent  -ontrol  is  carried  out  by  an  operative 
employed  by  the  Rural  District  Councile  Visits  are  made 

to  business  premises  in  the  town,  particularly  those  dealing  in 
foodstuffs  and  treatments  are  carried  out  where  necessary.  Private 
properties  are  treated  free  of  charge  but  business  premises  have  to 
pay  for  the  labour  and  material  used,  Y/arfarin  is  the  material  now 
used  for  this  work  and  it  has  proved  quite  successful.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Cowbridge  Borough  is  within  the  specified  area  under  the  Pood 
and  Lrugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  -Artificial  Cream)  iict,  1950,  There  are 
no  registered  dairies  within  the  area,  the  distributors  concerned 
operate  from  the  adjoining  rural  district. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  I960 , 

These  Regulations  transferred  the  Borough's  function  of  licensing 
milk  dealers  to  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  A list  of  such  dealers 
was  forwarded  to  them, 

A new  provision  under  the  Regulations  is  that  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  now  has  to  pay  for  samples  of  milk  taken.  Previous  legislation 
peTTnitted  such  samples  to  be  taken  v;ithout  payment  except  where  they  were 
taken  by  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority  for  adulteration  etc.

FOCD^  HYGIENE  RECG-ULATIONS. 

Routine  inspections  are  made  of  food  premises  v/ithin  the  Borough^ 
but  the  number  of  food  handlers  is  too  small  to  vi^arrant  the  organisation 
of  any  courses  on  clean  food  handling,  111  food  premises  comply  with 
the  constructional  requirements  of  the  Regulations, 

During  the  year,  the  Idnistry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Pood  produced  Food  Hygiene  Codes  of  Practice  Nos.  1,  2,  3 
and  k relating  to  'Hygiene  in  the  Retail  Meat  and  Fish  Trade'  and 
'Hygienic  Transport  and  Handling  of  Meat  and  Pish, ' Copies  of  these 
v;ere  fon^arded  to  the  traders  in  the  town  dealing  with  this  type  of  food, 

MAilUFACTURE  OP  SAUSAGES.  PRESSED  I/HATS  ETC. 

Pour  butchers  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  meats  etc. 

Their  premises  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations, 

Most  grocers  and  other  food  shops  now  sell  frozen  sausages  from 
refrigerated  counters  and  x’rozen  food  cabinets. 


ICS  CREM, 

No  ice  cream  is  m,anufactured  within  the  town.  The 
retailers  registered  with  the  Council  all  obtain  ice  cream  from  one  or 
other  of  the  national  manufacturing  companies. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

During  the  period  193'4-  " I960  all  samples  taken  were  in  Grade  1 
which  is  satisfactory, 

I^PECTION  OF  MEAT  _AND  FOODS. 

There  is  no  slaughterhouse  within  the  Borough.  The  four  butchers 
obtain  their  meat  frcm  wholesalers  operating  outside  the  area  or 
slaughter  at  the  public  slaughterhouse  at  Bridgend, 

Meat  is  inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  at  the  slaughterhouses 
concerned  before  it  leaves  the  premises. 

Periodical  visits  are  made  to  butchers  shops  and  occasionally  butchers 
meat  is  found  unfit,  chiefly  due  to  internal  decomposition,  Yihen  this 
occurs  it  is  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  who  issues  a 
condemnation  certificate,  stains  the  meat  and  arranges  for  its  disposal 
at  a modeim  digesting  plant  v/here  it  is  sterilised  before  being  used  for 
animal  food  or  fertiliser. 
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SHEEP  AND  CATTLE  I\IABE:,T. 

Cowbridge  has  an  ancient  market  owned  by  the  Corporation,  but  leased 
to  two  local  auctioneering  firms.  Monday  is  market  day  and  the  market 
is  extensively  used  by  farmers  in  the  south  of  the  Vale  of  Glamorgan,  and 
butchers  attend  from  Glamorgan  and  neighbouring  counties.
